Lougfrllow's  Wires. 

Longfellow's  first  wife  died  during 
bb  sccoud  sojourn  in  Europe,  nt  Rot- 
tcrdnm,  November  20th,  1835.  How 
profound  wns  the  impression  produced 
upon  him  b  ovident  from  tbe  "Foot- 
steps of  Angcb,"nnd  from  the  allusions 
the  early  part  ol  "Hyperion."  Mrs. 
Eouglcllow  was,  hy  tho  testimony  of 
nil  who  kucw  her,  a  persou  of  rare 
loveliness  of  person  and  mind.  Her 
mniden  nnmo  was  Mnry  Storer  Totter, 
she  being  tho  daughter  of  Barrett  Pot- 
Anoo  (Storer)  Potter  or  IVirt- 
laud.  Hor  father  was  a  judge  of  pro- 
bata nnd  a  mau  of  strong  ohnractor, 
hokliug  very  decided  views  ns  to  edu- 
cation. Although  himself  au  old-fash- 
ioned classical  scbolnr,  he  believed  tb 
study  of  Greek  and  Latin  to  be  nosuit 
for  girls ;  nil  else  was  opeo  to  them 
— modem  lnngunges,  lit 
uinthcmntics.  For  all  those,  esjiceially 
the  last.lils  daughter  Mary  had  a  strong 
taste ;  her  noto-books,  preserved  by  her 
lamily,  give,  for  instance,  ample  and 
nccurate  reports,  recorded  as  being 
"from  memory,"  of  n  scrii 
oinienl  lectures  ;  and  sho  lenrned  lo  cnl- 
cnlnio  eclipses,  which  must  hnve  becu 
quite  beyond  tbo  nvcrngo  nttaiumonU 
of  youag  girls  ol  bur  dny,  Sho  wns 
wirctul  yciirs  a  pupil  nt  the  cxcelleul 

■bool  of  Miss  Ciishtng,  nt  IHiigh 
nud  nil  her  school  papers,  nbstraet* 
compositions  show  n  thoughtful  uud 
well  trained  miud.    Some  exhibit

Cold  Drinks  Durinc;  Meals. 

Dr.  Beanmont,  to  whom,  in  writing 
i   the   stomach,   one  finds  himself 
obliged  to  refer  constantly,  makes  n 
very  interesting  statement  illastrating 
tho  influence  of  cold  drinks  upon  di- 
gcslion.     He  placed  Iho  thermometer 
St.  Martin's  stomach,  and  found  the 
teroi  crniure  99  °  .    A  gill  of  water,  at 
tbo  temperature  ol  55  °  ,  was  introduc- 
es soon,  says  Dr.  Beanmont,  as 
diffused  over  the  interior  surface, 
tho  temperature  was  reduced  to  70  °  , 
which  it  stood  for  a  few  minntes, 
nnd  then  began  very  slowly  to  rbc.  It 
was  not  till  thirty  minntes  had  elapsed, 
and  all  the  wntcr  had  been  for  somc- 
ibsorbcd,  thnt  the  mercury  re- 
gained its  former  level  of  99  c  . 

When  wc  reflect  that,  in  thb  case, 
there  was  bnt  a  single  gill  of  water, 
aad  the  temperature  was  55  9  ,  which 
hardly  deserves  the  name  of  cold,  we 
shall  not  hesitate  in  pronouncing  upon 
the  habit  of  drinking  the  usual  quanti- 
ties of  ice  water  with  our  meals,  or 
that  of  consuming  at  the  end  of  a  full 
meal  a  dish  of  ice  cream. 

When  wc  remember  that  a  tempera- 
ture of  99  °  b  absolutely  required  lo 
carry  forward  the  process  ol  digestion, 
can  wc  donbt.  if  a  gill  of  water  at  a 
temperature  ol  55  °  produced  such  a 
TimTireor  emVt  upon  the  stomach  of  St. 
Martin,  a  pcrsob  of  the  rarest  vigor 
and  health,  I  sny,  can  we  doubt  what 
must  be  the  influence  ot  a  pint  of  ice 
water  upon  the  stomach  of  a  person  of 
weak  digestion? 

It  i>  noc  intended  to  say  that  cold 
water  should  never  be  drank  during 
the  mcal-timc,  because  if  at  any  mo- 
ment the  system  b  thirsty — really  re- 
quires water,  il  b  better  to  drink  even 
ice  water  lhan  to  undertake  ihe  masti- 
cation ami  insalivation  of  a  meal  with 
a  lack  of  tbo  required  water  ia  the 
hlood.—rDio  Lcwb.

At  nlmost  cvory  store  in  the  city  \h A' 
where  socially  is  uow  beiog  made  of 
Easier  novelties,  or  whore  this  class  of 
goods  is  dealt  iu  lit  nil,  arc  hits  c(  chick- 
ens no  larger  than  au  ordinary  egg-shell, 
whoso  coots  buvc  not  fully  dcvcloiwd 
from  ii  muss  of  dowuy  fuzz  into  well 
deflued  fenthers.  Evor  since  the  first  of 
the  year  the  incubator  ,  or  artificial 
mothers  of  thousauds  of  young  chickcus 
Intro  been  at  work  botching  out  their 
broods  for  the  use  of  the  caterers  to  the 
demands  of  this  very  recent  nnd  siugu- 
Inr  tnsto.  The  chickcus  liuvo  a  very 
brief  cxistcuce  after  tbey  lcavo  Ihc  shell, 
ntrcly  cxcccdiuga  week,  being  turned 
over  nt  tho  cud  of  that  time  to  the 
hands  of  the  taxidermists,  liy  them 
they  are  butchered,  and  the  dclicntc 
skint  carefully  prcpnrcd,  stuficd,  nnd 
thou  turuod  over  lo  the  hands  of  the 
manufacturers  ol  Easter  novelties. 
On  leaving  tbo  bands  of  the  taxider- 
mists, these  little  chickens  are  mouutcd 
iu  all  sorts  of  fanlnstic  and  grolcsqiic 
shapes.  A  hivorito  method  is  tc 
mount  the  chick  so  tbnt  it  shall,  will 
head  osknacc,  seem  lo  bo  gazing  woo- 
dcnugly  at  n  broken  egg-shell  from 
which  il  has  seemingly  just 
erged.  A  pretly  effect  is  produced  by 
mountirg  a  couple  of  tho  little  fellows 
beside  two  brokeu  shells,  aud  as  they 
arc  represented  as  gazing  wondcriugTy 
at  ooc  another  the  result  is  quite 
enl.  Frequently  the  yellow  dow- 
ered chicks  ore  rcperscuted  as  sitting 
on  a  nest,  lying  in  n  mass  of  dried  gras- 
ses and  flowers.  From  underneath 
its  smooth  little  body  and  wings  vaiuly 
stretched  in  aa  attempt  to  hide  thcai 
from  viow  peep  lortb  from  two  to  fonr 
egg-shaped  pellets,  usuully  bits  of  wood 
or  clay  carefully  covered  with  silk  of 
red,  white,  blue,  pale  green,  or  mottled 
(iuts.  In  other  cases  the  ebick  is  care- 
fully mounted  oguiusl  n  plaque,  repre- 
sented sometimes  as  feeding,  again  as 
nesting  in  n  bed  of  weeds  aud  grasses, 
nnd  frequently  as  kicking  from  the  uest 
the  egg-shell  in  which  it  lind  passed  its 
days  of  inenbntion.  In  this  wny  aud 
ia  many  other  ducklings  of  not  over  a 
week  old,  aud  bumming  birds,  finches, 
thrushes,  and  other  small  birds  arc 
sacrificed  to  furnish  material  for  the 
construction  of  these  pieces,  which  arc 
just  now  tho  particularly  proper  tliiugs 
for  use  as  presents  for  the  Easter

Letter  from  Richmond 

Richmond,  Va.  Mar.  27th 
Dtar  Editor. 

Having  completetl  ray  business 
the  "Old  Dominion,"  I  "folded 
tent  like  the  Arab  and  silently  stole 
away,"  to  indulge  in  sight  seeing  for 
few  days,  in  and  about  the  famous  cilr 
of  Richmond.  On  my  arrival  al  the  eh 
gant  railroad  station,  no  brass  band 
met  me  for  obvious  reasons,  but  you 
may  be  assured  I  did  not  need  the  < 
cort  of  such  to  take  in  all  there  was 
and  about  the  city,  during  my  brief 
slay.    There  is  much  to  sec  and  Ieam 
here  both  of  Revolutionary  and  Rebel- 
lion times. 

There  is  the  state  Capitol.the  build 
ing  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
federal Congress  were  held,  the  most 
central  and  conspicuous  building  in 
cniire  city,  situated  on  the  summit  of 
a  commanding  eminence  in  the  centre 
of  a  lovely  park  of  twelve  acres. 
"Within  this  enclosure  are  the  gover- 
nor's house,  (  they  call  it  the  execu- 
tive mansion  down  here,  a  name  far  too 
dignified  for  the  old  shell,)  the  Wash- 
ington monument,  the  Stonewall  Jack- 
son and  Clay  statues. 

The  Washington  monument  is  con- 
ceded by  cultivatedlravellers  to  be  one 
of  the  finest,  if  not  the  finest  work  of 
its  kind  in  the  world.  It  consists  of  a 
solid  column  of  granite  surmounted  by 
a  gigantic  equestrian  statue  of  the  fa- 
ther of  his  country,  and  on  pedestals 
around  and  beneath  him  figures  of 
Patr.Vk  Henry  the  eloquent  "Liberty 
or  Death"  orator;  George  Mason 
author  of  Virginia's  "Bill  ol  Rights  ;" 
Thomas  Jefferson  author  of  the  Dccla- 
ralion  of  Independence .  Cov.  Thomas 
Nelson  one  of  the  heroes  of  Yorktown  ; 
Andrew  Ixwis  the  Indian  conqucrer 
and  John  Marshall  the  moat  di.tin 
guiahed  chief  ju»tice  the.SunrcmeCourt 
of  the  Ur.ited  Staler  ever  had.  Each 
of  these  minor  figure  ii  a  monument 
in  ttw:ir.  The  whole  co-si  about  5260, 
000.  I  have  seen  many  Wathingtor. 
monument,  lut  thii  is  Ly  far  the  finest 
in  the  land.

Virguna  in  the  name  of  the  nulhtrn 
people."

:r  much    the  Virginia 
heart  may  overflow  with  patrii 
Virginia  pocket  has  not  overflowed 
with  >hckcU  since  tie  war,  and  they 
have  had  no  surplus 
for  their  dead  hemes. 

Opposite  the  Capitol  i«  a  marble 
suuite  of  Henry  Clay,  a  present 
ihc  common  wealth  of  Virginia  by  the 
gre.it  orator's  country-women.  This 
was  utivci'ed  in  1S60  and  is  pro- 
nounced a  remarkably  faiihfnl  likeness 
of  this  great  and  gifted  son  of  Vir- 
ginia. The  statue  has  been  incrcilcss- 
lnutilatcd  by  miscreants,  who  have 
ipped  olT  all  the  fingers  and  thumb 
of  the  right  hand,  a  piece  of  the  nose 
and  several  of  the  coat  buttons. 
Such  defacements  of  works  of  art  can 
not  be  too  severely  condemned.  Were 
it  a  penal  offense  for  anybody  to  have 
in  his  possession  any  such  memento, 
all  chips  of  stone  or  wood  that  have 
been  procured  by  the  mutilation  of 
.irt  or  historic  relics  would  be  value- 
less, as  no  possessor  would  dare  ex- 
hibit them. 

In  the  rolunda,  or  rsthcr  quadran- 
gle, of  the  Capitol  is  Houdon's  statue 
of  Washington  "a  fac-simile  of  Wash- 
pcrson"as  Lafayette  called  it. 
Houdon  was  a  celebrated  French 
sculptor  who  was  employed  by  the 
general  asseniblyof  Virginia  to  do  this 
work,  and  <vho  spent  two  weeks  with 
Washington  at  Mt.  Vernon,  "during 
which  time  he  took  a  cast  of  Washing- 
ton's face,  head  and  upper  part  of  the 
body  and  minute  measurement  of  his 
person,  and  then  returned  to  Paris  to 
do  his  work."  In  Washington  City 
somewhat  surprised  to  rind  a 
copy  in  planter  paris,  of  this  statue 
United     States  Capitol. 

ith  a  friend,  who  had 
been  in  the  Interior  Department  for 
years,  I  observed  that  he  was  under 
the  impression  that  the 
Washington  was  the  original,  and  had 
so  been  informing  his  friends  for 
1  spent  some  time  in  examining  this 
Houdon  siatuc,  in  Richmond, 
a  pleasure  to  do  so,  feeling  as  1  did 
that  it  was  very  like  the  great  man 
himself.    There  are  so  many  "Ideal" 
portraits  and  statues  of  Washington 
n  the  land  that  one  feels  a  greater 
atisfaction  in  an  examination  of  one 
that  is  in  all  probability,  natural. 

There  is  a  bust  of  Lafayette  in  a 
niche  in  the  wall  opposite  Washing- 
ton which  was  also  made  by  Houdon. 
This  is  a  copy,  however,  the  original 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Paris,  to  whom 
it  was  presented  by  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

A  long  way  east  of  the  capital  stands 
St,  John's  Episcopal  church,  a  little 
white  building  of  very  ordinary  size, 
in  which  Patrick  Henry  made  his  fa- 
mous speech  closing  with  the  memo- 
rable words"but  as  for  me  give  me  lib- 
erty orgive  me  death."This  little  build- 
ing cannotpossibly  hold  more  than  five- 
hundred  people  yet  it  was  doubtless 
the  largest  public  assembly  place  then

There  is  an  old  stone  house  in  anoth- 
quarter  of  the  city  said  to  been 
Washington's  head  quarters.  It  is  the 
oldest  building  in  Richmond  and  be- 
side the  name  of  Washington  there  ' 
arc  associated  with  it  the  names  of 
Lafayette.  Jefferson  and  Monroe. 

I  spent  nearly  the  whole  of  one 
afternoon  in  Holly  Wood  Cemetery. 
This  is  a  beautiful  spot.  A  massive 
pyramid  of  undressed  granite  stones, 
stands  as  a  monument  to  twelve  thou- 
sand coufederate  dead  buried  around 
it.  On  "President's  Hill-'  overlook- 
ing the  river  are  buried  Presidents  ' 
Monroe  and  Tyler  not  fifty  feet  apart.  I 
A  tomb  of  iron  and  granite  covers 
the  resting  place  of  Monroe  but  the 
grave  of  Tyler  has  no  stone  to  mark  it.  ' 

But  1  shall  weary  your  readers  with 
this  long  letter.  I  had  intended  to 
have  writcn  a  few  words  about  some  of 
the  confederate  land  marks  and  given 
you  some  of  my  impressions  of  the 
people  and  their  habits.
